mited and unſatisfied. But it ſeemeth yet much mure range that 
Chriſtian Princes,to whom the Jeſuits incomparable treaſons,crue!- 
tics, adulteries , perfidious and crafty ſiratagemeare ſo well known, 
{hould permit any of theſe Locuſts to remaice within their coaſts, Yea 
or that Jeſuits themſelves whoſe matchlefſe treaſons and treacheries, 
ince the time of reformation,have been ſo often dif and pu- 
niſhed with no lefſe'then ſerring- their quarters aflunder, be

Subje&ts from their Kings» By oathes the lives and 
all men aretryecd, and che whole religious world governned. | How 
can this K'ngdome, or any other ſtand long, 1t equivocation pw 
ſo far :$that things covenanted and forwn need notto be ob 
This once known there can beno end of warre, nor hope of peace, nor 
ſafety totreat of, Shall it be made but a baic for lying, treaſon, aud 
cruelty , by which our Predeceſſours paſſed changh the arwes of 
their enemies, & through the weapons of their molt batefull ſoes.

and what weare to doe, what to affet and what to hope, which foure, 
contains the whole dutieof a Chriſtian. To ſay no more, the Church 
becamethe Church, by receiving, believiug, and fo 1 wing the Scrip- 
tures from which when it ſhall 1n any ſort vary it is, no more the 
Church ot God.

was heard of, which had it taken, ie had been accompanied with a grea+ 
ereffulion of bloud,then was the mafſacre in France,but herein much 
more deſtrutive, when King, Prince, Nobles, Gencry, and the whole

tall which wason Sunday moming laſt, he was within a mile of 
the Kings Army not farr from Banbury, and that the Armies 
were ready to give barrell. ; 

Not halfe an houre afrerthis, camean other poſtro the Par- 
ſiament who informed that on Sunday before noone both Ar- 
mics mett in the' valley ncare Kinton in themid way betwene 
Banbury and Stradford upon Avon, andrhat they have had a 
vety hotr Skirmiſh, their Ordnance playing very hott from 12. 
a clock till three in the afrer noune and made great flaughter, 
aud then the maine forces joyned Battle both horſkand toor, 
and hag a furious Skirmiſh on both fides which continued for 
all that day.

That there were many killed on both ſides, but what number 
this Poſt could not informe , nor what was theſuccefle of the 
day, for that he came away before the cnd of the fight. 

Further informing, that it was repoxred that the King centi- 
nued with his forces inthe fighta great part of the day, but at- 
terwards marched ſome foure miles from the army tor more 
ſecuritie, 

Upon Tueſday.laſtthere came three of the Lord Generalls 
Oticers Poſt to London from the Army, and being brought to 
the Parliament and examined.. it appeared rhat they were not 
ſent from the Army withany Lettersor otherwiſe, but ina vc- 
ry cowardly manner ran from their. Companics at. the begin- 
ning of the fight, and in abaſe and unworthy manner had pol-. 
ſeſſed the people as theyrode along with falſe- rumours and un- 
truths, telling af great loſſes, that there'were twenty thouſand 
men killed on both ſides, and that there were not foure men of 
all their companies eſcaped with life beſides themſelves, and 0- 
ther ſtrange wonders, though nothing ſo, it beingirat her con- 
ceived thattheir Companies like themſelves upon the begin» 
ning of the fighe, very valiantly rooke totheir heeles and ran

Bur after ſome further inquiry was made aſter theſe Com 
mandety it appeared no wonder to heare thcir ſtrange newes , 
their names were Captaine Wilſon, Lieutenant Whitney, and

Why men that muſt of neceſſity be provided to fight may not chooſe 
their own Champions, is no where found in Chivalrie- And why your 
Majcſtie ſhould fo farre be exaſperated in the behalfe of forme. Subjects in a 
cale of indifferencie betveen Subje.t and Subject , as for the ſame to deſtroy all 
your other Subjects, and hazard your own take, is neither Iuſtice nor Poli- 
c1*, Under thele heads are contained Anfyers for the particulars of the Ma- 
gazin and Hull, 
1f:04>j, , 1 was from their Deſperate hands. who preferring their own pride, vain» 
= > glory and revenge before the good of the Common. weale, rayitht your Ma- 
jeltic away from Parliament.thatthe Armes were removed; and it was from 
ſuch,as had alreadie manifeſted their Treaſon and malignity.trom whom the 
Magazin was conveyed. Andto fuch it was (and not your Majeſtic) that 
the entrance of Hull was oppoſed. : 
Taough ic may be a juſt Quere what your Majeſtic had to doe lo farre 
from your Pariiament,and the boCy of your Kingdome; and what your Ma- 
jcltie could doe with ſuch a quantitie of Armes and Ammuvirtion , utt at 
the time when both Enztand and Lreland flood in need of them,and Yor,'inlefle 
about their malignant bulineſſe, againſt your own Honour, Satety, and ihe 
Inheritance of your Royall poſteritic. :

2 praftiſe not impos'd(perhaps)in particular eftares : but pit * ſhould 
preyayle to the Distranchiting of a whole Kingdome ( tliough nothing done 
ver have wanted precedert of other Parliaments,) What liberty haye former 
Parliaments caken to make, to unmake,to enaHt, to repeale Statues, and Cu- 
{tomes of Commerce, Libertic, Religion; what nat ? Is our Age fo deſtitute 
of all Wiſdome, that we cannoe tell what is neceſſary or convenient for the 
Diſtempers of our times, as well as other Ages tor theirs ? Is all the benefic 
we reap by obſervation of Hiſtories , and learning the precepts of our fore- 
fithers. onely to know more affuredly that we are void of any underſtand- 
ing 2 To wh'ch of the ages of the world was there ſuch a Pattcnt of Witdome 
conterr'd.as that it rood the unqueſtioned paragon for all ocher Ages to fub- 
ſcribeto > Or when didthe Planets enter Covenant to make their yearely 
computations equiall , that though one day could not, yet one yeare ſhould 
con(tantly cell another,and make no chang of Almanacks > ( Your maieſtics 
writers, lire, have put more gall then gumme ipto their Inke) which makes 
their Arguments will ho!d no water. 

The next thing obvious to Our Arbitrament, is an Arbitrary accuſation, « bitrar y 
formwhat like the conceit of the madman, that imagined himſclte to fing five 
diftinet parts alone , it being as inpoſſtb'e for a Parliament to have but one 
mind, and oac brain ro ſo many heads, as for one pairc of Lungs to utter at

| Butroftrengthen this accuſation, is alledged the powerfull influence of par: 
ſome few members over the re/t of te Houſe, ſomtimes varied 1n the expreſſion of * * 
«minor part;fortime called Traytor;ſomtimes retorted in the phraſe of 4 malig- 
nant partie, For the word Traitor, or mali-znant, We will not tumble at, they 
being mucuall compellations, and common names now for a!l Engliſh men, 
For they thar will not Fight for your maieſties miſled Deſires , are malignant 
Iraitors to your maiefties Sword and Pen-men: and they that will are /74tors 
tothe Kingdome ard the Parliament. But whileſt they fpread the influence 
of a few over all the reſt , they extoll the courage of a few aboye the refoluti-

W1ll not men laugh to heare this a Queſtion > whether ſuch as live con- 
trary to our Lawcs and belceve contrary to our Religion, may be Dangerous 
to our Lawes,or dangereus to our Religion > But we havetodoe w t 1 fuch 
as obey what they approve rot beleeve what they know not,and attempt im- 
poſſibilities, to whom cquvoca ions are Icarning lics are wit, an pergurics 
are lawtull : Theſe are rue Frevits and murthers arc merits, 7 14 oper. Chri/t 
may redeem them trom Hell co Purgatoric , but their own merits only , or 
the Popes Indulgence can bring them t:om Purgatorie ro Heaven Ft bc 
Felivio et + many of the reſt are ſuch as trouble not their thoughts with any 
Religion; and others {knowing their own guilt) belecve it greater then the 
Son of -0d can expia'e for, and therfare will nor goe about, what they ate not 
likely to obtaine , bur give full liberty ro whatever the corruption of their 
natures can prompt them to, Ard thertore *© will be hard to convince theſe 
of their wicked defignes.

4ictand the eefuſall of a prom.ſed landing, and a Famine through wangery 


of that Rt 'nking meat could procure it : by ſelling the honour of our Nation 
from being the moſ1 Famous to become the molt infamous and ſcorned Na- 
tion of the world, in blank Commiſſions and fruſtrated deſignes. and broken 
faith ant promilcs : befides the undiſcovered paſſages of the Exft IndiaCorm 
pany, ales, Argiers, Rets &c, by inltilling a loole libertiniſme into our Relig;» 
o11, and procuring a connivenceto theirs, comracting and ripening the ftir's 
for *«hich many otherNations haye been deſtroyed and poyſoning the tprings 
of earning witn Arminianiſlme , whercby (like Farmens*s Pigee, OT 1.0z0ls $ 
poſicfling of Beelzebub, 1n Lenitt's his Conclave) they are become more Tetui- 
ted under the name of {rmmis, then the very Icluites themſelves.
